LAWLESSNESS AND LENIENCY. 
A tightening up on parole and probation laws is advocated by 
the committee on law enforcement of the American Bar Associa­ 
tion. 
A survey of the crime situation in the country has can- 
lilsfi A l f r e d 
vinced the committee that these laws as administered largely faiij umdjogion 
And til** rn st lyrical is 
to accomplish the purposes for which they were designed 
and 'lu*‘l Ui Md“° ,‘aU- 
weaken tile administration of criminal justice. 
As a collective it is suggested that first offenders only shall 
be eligible for probation or parole and that indeterminate sent­ 
ence laws should be modified also so as to apply only to first of­ 
fenders. 
There is little reason to question tho wisdom of these 
suggestions. 
Probation, parole and the hope offered in the indeterminate 
sentence are all founded upon tho principle that those to whom 
they are applied will strive to deserve them. Relapse into crim-' 
inality proves that the offender has found leniency not an incent­ 
ive to good behavior but to I ad, and lie should he deprived thence­ 
forth1 of the privilege he scorned.

THE COLLEGIATE DILEMMA. 
It is announced that Northern University will not employ 
married instructors unless they have other means of support than 
the university Balao'. 
The situation prompting the announce­ 
ment confronts most American collegiate institutions, and it is 
not a good indication. 
It is explained that Northwestern pays as high salaries as 
other universities, hut the living expenses in Evanston arc so 
high that a professor cannot hope to run a home and keep up the 
proper standard of appearances on his yearly pay. 
There is something all wrong about it, not only at North­ 
western but wherever such a condition exists. 
All question of 
salary aside, it is setting up a democracy of clothes and housing 
and food over a democracy of intelligence. 
It is partly a question of wages. Teaching salaries still are 
far too low on the average. 
But that is not all the trouble. In 
American educational life as in other realms we are losing our 
sense of correct values. Salaries need to be brought up, hut no 
less does the mounting valuation of purely material possessions 
need to be brought down. 
The man hest qualified to teach, not the man with the hest 
bank account, should he chosen as the teacher. 
Unless we can 
strike a better balance between respect for the material and re­ 
spect for the intellectual we shall neither he able to attract good 
men to the teaching profession nor incalcate in students thos^' 
hardy standards for estimating worth which are the backbone 
of Americanism.
